where his brothor, Bajrai, is one of the leaders auployed by Lito to

2. On ll August Dajraktari and Ik-sni Dena sot in Athens and acreed to enter 
Albenia tron Grceece. Inmediatel: after their neeting, they met Gonoral 
Prenk Forvigi and Gendarmerie Yolonel Van velis Papalilios, to whon they 
armounced their decision; Purvigi and Yapslilios disa,proved and told 
thea that they must obey forvizi and fepalilios, who outranked thene (On 
$hie sane date Doun stated thet 25 persons had entered Albania on 3 August 
1949 fro [taly and that others were still entering for the purpose of 
organizing a revolution.) 


3. 4Bajraktari las aployed as his private seoreta.y tho Albanian Frofessor 
Lyftear Spahiu, who vent to the IRO Cgup at Lavrion on 13 September 1% 9. 
The former hag bean spreading propaganda among the Albanians there in 
an effort to win their support of the Conmittee for Free Albanias Ar 
of 13 September Bajraktari expected that 200 more Albanians would 
arrive at the Camp fran Bari, and was preparing to receive them.
